You  are  hereby  notified  that  the  annual  town  meeting  of 
the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire,  will  be  held  at  the 
Canaan  Elementary  School  on  Tuesday,  March  14,  1978, 
at  ten  o'clock  A.M.  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE    1.    To   vote    by   nonpartisan   ballot    for    the 
following  town  officers:

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POLICE  REPORT 

The  radar  unit  which  the  town  now  owns  has  done  its  job  well. 
Complaints  are  now  very  few.  This  unit  is  used  with  the  intent  to 
control  traffic  at  proper  speeds. 

Again  this  year,  we  are  free  from  fatal  accidents  and  very  few  in- 
juries but  the  accident  rate  is  up  with  property  damage.  We  had 
forty-three  accidents  in  1977. 

The  crime  of  burglary  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  with  two  being 
unsolved  at  this  time.  Property  recovered  from  burglaries  over  the 
past  year  was  in  the  amount  of  $2,200.00,  one  crime  taking  place  in 
Dorchester  and  the  property  was  recovered  in  Canaan  the  same  day. 
Again  this  year  the  crosswalks  were  painted  by  this  department  and 
are  being  used  most  of  the  time .  It  is  now  a  state  law  that  traffic  must 
yield  to  persons  on  crosswalks. 

Since  the  police  vehicle  was  purchased  in  February,  1977,  a  total  of 
26,000  miles  has  been  put  on  the  same  from  patrols  and  other  police 
business. 

Total  complaints  answered  this  year  by  this  department  were  477 
compared  to  316  in  1976. 

Total  complaints  brought  before  the  court  this  year  were  423.  Of 
these,  five  were  nol  prossed.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city 
responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  ap- 
points a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in 
each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of 
outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the 
issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  V2  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps 
coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports 
local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for 
suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years.

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MASCOMA  AREA  HEALTH  COUNCIL 

The  Health  Council  is  entering  its  ninth  year  of  service  to  towns  in 
the  Mascoma  area.  In  1977  the  office  was  moved  from  the  high 
school  to  Whitney  Hall  in  Enfield.  The  telephone  number  remains 
the  same:  632-7234. 

The  existence  of  the  Mascoma  Area  Health  Council  continues  to 
attract  state  funds  for  the  free  children's  health  and  dental  pro- 
grams, as  well  as  assistance  with  adult  health  screenings.  Eighty 
(80)  Mascoma  children  were  given  vision  and  hearing  tests  before 
entering  the  Canaan  and  Enfield  elementary  schools  in  the  fall. 
Federal  assistance  is  often  available  to  Canaan  people  for  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  and  home  health  aide  services  provided  in  the 
home.  All  programs  are  available  to  anyone  in  Canaan  regardless  of 
their  ability  to  pay.

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CANAAN  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 
1977  Annual  Report 

During  the  period  from  March  26  to  December  8  six  meetings  were 
held  by  the  Commission  in  the  Town  Building.  Several  consultations 
were  held  by  the  Chairman  with  Commission  members  to  obtain 
their  approval  of  uncomplicated  applications  or  a  decision  that  no 
application  was  required. 

There  were  ten  applications  for  certificate  of  approval  which  the 
Commission  examined  and  approved.  Three  were  filed  with 
suggestions  to  the  applicant  by  the  Commission.  The  categories  of 
approvals  requested  include  three  major  residence  alterations  or 
additions,  one  addition  of  a  garage  separate  from  the  house  and  six 
covering  minor  additions,  alterations  or  painting.  A  temporary 
approval  given  in  1976  was  completed  by  removal  of  a  small  out- 
building by  the  owner. 

Available  funds  and  plans  for  the  Old  Meeting  House  restoration 
were  reviewed  and  discussed  at  meetings.  The  details,  including  de- 
ferral of  contracted  work  to  1978,  are  included  in  the  report  of  the  Old 
Meeting  House  Committee. 

No  correspondence  or  queries  resulted  from  distribution  of  "Regu- 
lations for  Canaan  Historic  District"  to  real  estate  brokers  and  archi- 
tects in  this  vicinity. 

An  inquiry  from  Gilmanton,  N.H.  for  guidance  in  establishing  an 
Historic  District  was  answered  by  furnishing  the  revised  Canaan 
guidelines  and  an  explanation  of  the  Commission's  statement  of 
policy  and  objectives.  Also  a  meeting  was  arranged  on  January  21, 
1977  to  discuss  with  students  of  the  Vermont  Law  School  these 
experiences  of  the  Canaan  Commission  which  may  be  pertinent  to  a 
course  they  were  taking  in  the  law  of  Historic  Preservation.  These 
matters  indicate  a  serious  continuing  interest  in  the  working 
knowledge  that  the  Commission  has  accumulated. 

Two  longer  range  objectives  will  continue  to  be  dealt  with  in  1978. 
Consideration  must  be  given  to  replacements  of  retiring  Commission 
members  to  continue  the  concept  of  representation  for  the  entire 
town.  As  needed  data  becomes  available,  an  accurate  map  of  the 
District  showing  Historic  District  boundaries  and  property  hnes 
should  be  prepared.

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REPORT  OF  OLD  MEETING  HOUSE 
COMMITTEE  - 1977 

In  1977  the  Committee  succeeded  in  raising  enough  money  to 
match  the  available  $5,000  Federal  grant  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Old  Meeting  House.  At  the  end  of  1977  the  Restoration  Fund, 
exclusive  of  the  grant,  stood  at  $6,512.88,  detailed  as  follows: 

Uncommitted  balance  on  hand  at  start  of  year  $  1 , 49 1 .  32 

1977  donations  by  individuals  and  foundations  3,799.25 

1977  proceeds  of  fund-raising  events  981.75 

Interest  accrued  through  Dec.  1,  1977  240.36 

Balance  on  hand  at  end  of  year  $6,512.88 

The  Committee  is  appreciative  and  grateful  to  the  many  individ- 
uals and  groups  who  contributed  to  the  Fund  by  donation,  or  by 
expending  time  and  effort  in  support  of  the  various  fund-raising 
events  and  activities. 

The  notice  that  our  1976  appUcation  for  a  matching  grant  had  been 
approved  in  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  was  received  at 
the  beginning  of  1977.  However,  the  final  Federal  approval,  which 
was  required  before  we  could  start  work,  was  not  received  until  the 
end  of  August.  By  this  time,  the  selected  contractor  was  booked  up 
for  other  jobs  through  the  fall,  and  it  was  not  possible  to  continue  the 
external  renovation  in  1977  as  planned.  This  is  now  scheduled  for 
1978,  starting  as  early  as  possible.  The  delay  will  not  affect  our 
status  under  the  matching  grant,  which  is  valid  for  three  years.  The 
work  will  include  repair  or  replacement  of  sheathing  and  clapboards, 
caulking,  exterior  painting,  and  complete  overhaul  and  refinishing  of 
all  sash.  This  will  bring  the  entire  exterior  of  the  building  to  the  same 
state  of  outside  finish  as  the  clock  tower,  which  was  renovated  in 
1976. 

In  1978  we  plan  to  continue  with  fund-raising  activities,  and  to 
seek  additional  matching  funds  to  continue  into  the  future  with  the 
restoration  project.  The  future  phases  will  involve  primarily  interior 
work.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 
1977-78 

In  March,  1977  the  first  six  persons  ever  to  be  elected  to 
a  Town  Planning  Board  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
took  office  in  Canaan.  Two  persons  each  were  elected  to 
terms  of  one,  two,  or  three  years.  The  seventh  member  of 
the  Board  is  one  of  the  three  Selectmen.  At  each  Town 
Meeting  beginning  in  1978,  two  persons  will  be  elected  to 
fill  three  year  positions  on  the  Board, 

Over  the  year,  the  Board  received  one  major  subdivision 
application  and  five  minor  subdivision  appHcations.  All 
were  approved  following  abutters'  hearings.  In  addition, 
the  Board  found  eleven  apphcations  were  exempt  from 
subdivision  regulations.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  one 
major  subdivision  application  is  pending  before  the  Board. 

Administration  of  Canaan's  Building  Code  began  in 
earnest  in  1977-78.  A  building  inspector,  David  Webster, 
was  appointed  in  June,  1977.  A  Board  of  Appeal  was  ap- 
pointed (Donald  Blunt,  A.L.  Morris,  Roger  Remade  Sr., 
John  Q.  Ricard,  John  J.  Towne)  which  acted  twice  to  over- 
turn decisions  of  the  building  inspector  to  deny  building 
permits  in  the  flood  plain.  Continuing  review  to  simplify 
application  procedures  and  to  clarify  roles  and  responsi- 
bilities is  taking  place  between  the  Planning  Board,  the 
building  inspector,  and  the  Appeal  Board. 

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  evolution  of  a 
Master  Plan  for  the  development  of  the  Town.  James 
Wechsler,  Executive  Director  of  the  Upper  Valley/Lake 
Sunapee  Council,  visited  the  Planning  Board  for  discus- 
sion on  the  administration  of  subdivision  regulations  and 
the  building  code.  The  Upper  Valley /Lake  Sunapee 
Council  in  addition,  will  provide  the  Board  with  guidance 
in  procedures  necessary  to  drawing  up  a  Master  Plan. 
Since  a  Master  Plan  is  the  written  expression  of  the 
Townspeoples'  decisions  on  growth,  it  is  hoped  that  many 
citizens  will  participate  in  all  phases  of  the  Plan's 
development.

CANAAN  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
1977  Annual  Report 

The  Bicentennial  year  seemed  like  an  appropriate  time  to  begin 
rebuilding  Canaan  recreation  programs  and  facilities.  In  some 
respects  we  have  found  this  to  be  a  difficult  project  to  accomplish  in  a 
rural  area  where  the  population  is  so  spread  out,  but  good  progress 
has  been  made  and  the  steady  increase  in  participation  is  encourag- 
ing. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Mascoma  Area  Recreation  Committee 
(MARC),  a  group  made  up  of  representatives  from  the  five  towns  of 
Canaan,  Enfield,  Orange,  Dorchester  and  Grafton,  we  made  the 
substantial  gains  in  creating  programs  and  co-ordinating  them 
through  the  CETA  paid  director,  presently  Mr.  Peter  Wellemberger. 

A  few  of  the  activities  many  of  you  participated  in  have  been  the 
summer  mixed  softball  league,  tennis  clinics,  adult  co-ed  volleyball, 
cross-country  skiing,  adult  basketball,  YBA  (youth)  basketball, 
square  dancing,  womens  sUmnastics,  girls  and  womens  ballet.  All  of 
these  activities  are  operating  on  a  weekly  basis  and  many  more  are 
planned,  so  watch  the  newspapers  for  announcements  of  coming 
events. 

These  things  do  not  happen  by  themselves,  they  take  a  great  deal 
of  planning  and  constant  follow-up  by  someone  paid  to  do  the  job.  At 
the  moment  the  U.S.  government  is  covering  the  director's  salary 
through  the  CETA  program,  but  funding  for  this  is  uncertain,  and 
probably  will  be  terminated  in  the  foreseeable  future.  In  an  effort  to 
continue  these  activities  the  town  will  be  asked  to  share  a  portion  of 
the  administrative  expenses.  There  is  really  no  other  way  we  could 
have  this  variety  of  activities  at  so  low  a  cost. 

We  had  many  compliments  on  the  town  beach  facihties  and  swim 
program  last  summer.  We  will  continue  to  try  to  make  that  a  focal 
point  of  enjoyment  for  Canaan  families. 

A  large  number  of  your  fellow  citizens  volunteered  time  to  set  up 
the  beach  equipment  last  year.  A  few  we  would  especially  like  to 
thank  are  Jody  Lary,  Robby  Harris,  and  Gil  Stanley  who  worked  on 
the  new  dock  installation.  Mike  Stuart,  Larry  and  David  Labrie 
helped  with  the  float  and  Carol  and  Gordon  Shumway  built  and 
installed  the  float  ladder.  Mr.  Harry  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Canaan 
Lake  Association,  donated  nearly  $100  to  purchase  materials  and 
install  a  water  system  for  cleaning  out  the  beach  house.  With  contin- 
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ued  assistance  like  this  much  can  be  done.  We  thank  you  all. 

The  facts  are  we  have  right  here  in  town  all  we  need  to  run  prac- 
tically any  activity  with  httle  or  no  additional  tax  expense.  Thanks  to 
the  Bicentennial  Committee,  Williams  field  has  been  improved.  That 
facility  with  the  town  beach,  school  gyms,  and  community  center 
afford  all  the  basic  ingredients.  All  we  need  is  interest  from  you  in 
starting  or  participating  in  an  activity.  If  you  have  questions  or  ideas 
please  call  me  at  7732. 

There  are  a  small  number  of  your  neighbors  who  work  on  this  com- 
mission without  pay  or  recognition.
